match the results obtained from intelligent attention to (he 
little patch of ground at the rear of the house. 


As a pastime for Ihe workingman who loves his home, and 


who also likes lo "putter^" there js nothing better than work- 
ing in the garden. Tin's affords'heal I by exercise for body and 
mind, and the actual returns, while not large in money value, 
are of a character that yield large satisfaction to every member 
of the family. The garden is an excellent playmate for (lie 
man with a taste for that kind of play.
